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Good management is secret of Chaparrosa brush control 


LA PRY CXI—Brush control 
work must be followed by 
good management practices 
lf It is to pay the proper di­ 
vidends, 
This was the opinion of 
several speakers at the South 
Texas Brush Control and 
Range Improvement Field 
Day staged recently at the 
Chaparrosa Ranch near here. 
The 65,000-acre Chapar­ 
rosa Ranch, typical of mixed 
brush infestadons in South 
Texas, is one of IO long­ 
term ranch locations where 
die Texas Agricultural Exper­ 
iment Station and Texas Ag­ 
ricultural Extension Service of 
Texas A&M University con­ 
duct cooperative research 
and result demonstration tri­ 
als. The overall objective 
of the studies is to improve 
the productivity and income 
derived from rangeland 
through die development of 
more effective and economi­ 
cal methods of controlling 
brush and other undesirable 
range plants. Also involved 
is tile re-establishment and 
utilization of native and in­ 
troduced range forage plants 
while maintaining a desirabk 
wildlife habitat. 
IL K. Johnson, owner of 
the Chaparrosa Ranch, wel­ 
comed the approximately 
600 visitors to the Brush Con­ 
trol Isogram. 
"To a greater 
ar lener degree, each per­ 
son attending can successfully 
improve his land—but don't 
look for overnight success. 
The program comes in stag­ 
es, and there are setbacks 
which roust be anticipated, " 
he cautioned. 
Johnson said the mali', 
think is for everyone to have 
a plan. ret some goals, then 
stay with the plan, 
"Also, it 
is Important to wark with 
people who believe the pro­ 
gram w ill work. A few good 
rains also arc important. And 
total financial control is ar*-' 
oilier factor of importance, 
for everything here is on the 
computer, " 
Additionally, Johnson em- 
plrastzed that "ranching Is and 
must be a business—not a 
hobby". 
W, J, (Dub) Waldrip, gen­

overall range management 
program," Hamilton said. 
Range Improvement prac­ 
tices are all geared toward 
improving the quality of liv­ 
ing for all persons concerned, 
Rudy Pederson, range spe­ 
cialist with the Soil Conser­ 
vation Service, San Angelo, 
said. 
Dudley Campbell, mana­ 
ger of the Chaparrosa Ranch 
and panel moderator, empha­ 
sized that operators must fol­ 
low up their brush control 
work—whether chemical or 
mechanical—with wise man­ 
agement decisions, 
"Look at the cost of im ­ 
proving your own ranch. If 
you overstock your country, 
it is only a matter of time 
until you find yourself in a 
bind because of dry and 
droughty conditions. Don't 
overstock; let the plants grow 
and reseed and increase in 
vigor, " Campbell advised. 
Interest in brush control 
has been greatly Increased this 
year by the current screw­ 
worm epidemic, ranchers al­ 
so emphasized. 
"I'm laving a lot more 
brush taken out this season 
than I lad originally planned, 
just so that it w ill be easier 
to check the cattle for screw- 
worms, " Tommy Halff, a 
Pearsall rancher who terms 
himself "a grass farmer, " 
said. 
Another consideration in 
planning brush control work 
is hew the practice may af­ 
fect wildlife habitats and 
hunting, Halff, a panelist a. 
the program, said. 
Gene Whitehead, a H ill 
Country rancher and panelist 
from Menard, said, "Land 
owners and operators w ill 
lave to follow up brush work- 
-it takes the tight kind of 
management or the practice 
is just wasted. " 
The economics of varl us 
kinds of brash control mea­ 
sures were discussed by Ed 
Cassiri, a rancher at Bates­ 
ville, and anotiler panelist. 
"By improving the land 
and Increasing its carrying 
capacity, tile young stock 
that were then placed on the 
land increased in value as 
hey were grown out, a. d die 
practice was made to pay 


from a strictly dollars and 
cents point of view, " Cassin 
said. 
Six chartered buses took 
Held day viiitors on a tour 
of the 65, 000-acre Chapar­ 
rosa Ranch during the morn­ 


ing where discussions about 
various types of range im­ 
provement work were present­ 
ed at six tour stops. 
Visitors observed various 
ranch improvement practices 
and saw a feedlot facility 


that fattens out 9, OOO ani­ 
mals annually. They ob­ 
served Irrigated areas where 
Coastal bermuda hay and 
fubbelgrass seed are produced 
and harvested, and c >rn en­ 
silage is grown for the feed­ 
lots,. 
Additionally, visitors saw 
brush-infested rangelands that 


lad been converted to buffel- 
grass as reed production; va­ 
rious brush control and treat­ 
ment practices, and wildlife 
habitats that had been pro­ 
grammed into the Cha par - 
rosa's overall management 
system. 
Highlights of research 
developments seen on tire 


tour were a specially design­ 
ed grass seeder, a hydraulic 
assisted tree grubber, and a 
newly designed ultra low 
volume ground sprayer for 
herbicides. 
Tile Field Day was spon­ 
sored by the Texas Agricul­ 
tural Experiment Station,

Judge Bands 
for yourself 


When you go to the Stadi­ 
um Saturday to watch the 
Marching Contest, you can 
judge for yourself the per­ 
formance of each band as It 
competes. 
If you know the rules, 
that is. There are a series of 
required maneuvers and time 
limits which each band must 
work Into Its particular rou­ 
tine. In this way, while all 
bands are judged on the same 
actions, they may put those 
actions together in an endless 
variety of combinations. 
First of all, remember 
that the bands don't compete 
against each other. Everyone 
may win the highest rating (a 
I on a scale of I to V). They 
will be judged by Band direct­ 
ors of other regions. 
Second, the playing abili­ 
ty and sound quality of the 
band Is like Icing on the cake. 
It's not supposed to be con­ 
sidered In judging the march­ 
ing drub (but a good-sound­ 
ing band can't help but im­ 
press the judges). 
Ftom die first drum-roll, 
step-off, or fanfare--which­ 
ever comes first--bands have 
no more than eight minutes 
to perform their routine. But 
they must stay on tile field 
five minutes at minimum. It 
costs one rating, either for 
leaving the field in less titan 


five or more than eight min­ 
utes, The pacing of the rou­ 
tine is one of the Drum Ma­ 
jor's biggest responsibilities. 
Required maneuvers are as 
follows: 
1. Forward March, or 
step-off. 
2. Halt (while continuing 
to play). 
3. Counter-march, or To 
the Rear, (while playing). 
4. Choice of: Right 
Oblique and Its correction 
movement; or Left Oblique 
and its correction movement; 
or Right or Left Flank and 
back again; or Column Left 
<x Right. All choices must 
be done while playing. 
5. Start and cease play­ 
ing, while marching. 
Hondo is competing for a 
third consecutive I-rating In 
marching, and thus the first 
step toward a third consecu­ 
tive Sweepstakes (I-ratings in 
Marching, Concert, and Sight 
Reading Competitions). 
fear sa ll will be compet­ 
ing for its fourth straight I- 
rating. 
But the grand-daddy of 
all the bands competing 
Saturday Is Fredericksburg, 
which will try for Its 13th 
Consecutive I-rating, en route 
to Its 13th Consecutive Sweep­ 
stakes, That's quite a rec­ 
ord.
